1-3 be referred to the DDO for review. The DDO has denied release of 
pages 1-3 and suggested that pages 4-14 be forwarded to you for review. 

2. Dr. Sampson's team and the Department of State have agreed to the 
attached "CIA Records Access Policy," which requires further CIA review 
before any of the classified material you may now release to them can be 
declassified, downgraded, or published.
